A Sr. CHARLES EPISODB.

Prot. A. D. Campbell was a teacher in the St.

THE CITY HALL. 


A BIG GRIST OF NEW STREET RAILWAY 
BILLS. | 


The Mayor’s Office Turned Into a Nursery 
To-Day — Standing Nuisances—The City’s 
Insurance—Municipal Notes. 


The Committee on Railroads of the lower 
house has before it two important street rail- 
way bills, which it took up this afternoon at 
its meeting in the committee-room. One of 
the bills, which is known as the Short Line 
Street Railway bill, authorizes the construc- 
tion of a sort of belt line, taking in the 
central part of the city. The proposed 
road starts out from Spruce and Eleventh 
streets and runs west on Spruce with a single 
track to Sixteenth street, north on Sixteenth 
to Clark avenue withadouble track, west on 
Clark avenue with a double track to 
Tayon avenue. Then on Sixteenth the road 
runs with a single track from Spruce to Pop- 
lar, east on Poplar to Eleventh, north on 
Eleventh with a double track to Spruce, 
east on Spruce with a double track to 
Sixth, north on Sixth over the track 
of the South St. Louis road to Market, thence 
on Sixth to Christy avenue and easton that 
street to Broadway, the down-town terminus 
ofthe road. The Dill has been in the hands of 
the committee for some time and a quick dis- 

osition of it will now be made. 

he other bill authorizes the Lafayette 
Park, Union Depot & Fair Grounds Railwa 
Company to construct and operate a road, 
starting > the park and running a double 
track tothe Union Depot, thence in a north- 
westwardly direction to the Fair Grounds.

Logan’s Bill.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 26.—Sen- 
ator Logan introduced in the Senate yester- 
day an important bill, which was introduced 
in the House earlyin the session by Repre- 
sentative Randolph Tucker and but little no- 
ticed at time. It is intended ‘‘to regulate 
commerce amoug the several States and to 
codify the law relating to bills ofexchange and 
other commercial paper.’’ The bill declares 
all bills of exchange, promisary notes, checks 
on banks or bankers and other negotiable 
instruments purporting to have been made in 
one of the United States or a territory thereof 
or the District of Columbia, and pay- 
able in any other State, Territory 


or county, to be means and instruments of 
commerce among the several States. All such, 
etc., are to be governed exclusively by the 
provisions of this act, unless signed before its 
passage, and all stated laws inconsistent with 
the provisions of the act are suspended. The 
bill carefully defines all business terms, such 
as action, ‘‘bankrupt,’’ issue, etc., 
under the head of the ‘‘bills exchange.’’ It 
ert the form and interpretation of these 
ills, the capacity and authority of the par- 
ties to them, the consideration for a bill, 
negotiating bills, general duties of the 
holder, liabilities of parties, discharge of 
the bill, acceptance and payment for honor, 
the holder’sright to a duplicate ofa lost bill 
and action on the same, rules as to sets of 
bills, and rules where laws conflict. The bill 
provides rules forthe government of checks 
on banks and of promissory notes. Incident- 
ally, it provides rules for computation oftime, 
rotests, protection of advances on bills of 
ading, insurance policies on property in tran- 
sit, etc.

An Unpleasant Scene at a Banquet— 
Churchill’s Dilemma—Foreign News.

A DISASTROUS GALE. 


4 Heavy Rain Storm Followed bya De- 
structive Gale in the East. 
New Tonk, February 2%.—The Western 
blizzard has reached New York. The mercury 
has fallen over twenty degrees in the past few 
hours, and the streets that were deluged by 
rain yesterday, are covered with ice to-day. 
The wind is blowing a gale, and it is with the 
greateat difficulty that telegraphic connection 
can be maintained with either the East, West 


or South. The seain the bay is unusually 
high and it is feared the gale will prove almost 

disastrous to shipping as the great storm’ of 
January 9, last. 


Damage in Baltimore. 
BALTIMORE, February 26.—After a fearful 
rainstorm last night, Baltimore and vicinity 
was visited by ahurricane more severe than 
for several years. In the western section of 


the city, houses were unroofed, and in several 
instances not only the tin was blown from the 
roof, but the sheeting was torn off and hurled 
entirely across the streets. The rr will 
be considerable. To-day the wind is still very 
high with frequent gusts of snow. 


Blown from a Train. 

BUFFALO, N. V., February 26.—One of the 
heaviest gales of the season set in last night 
and continued to-day. The wind reached a 
velocity of fifty-seven miles an hour, At 10 


o’clock it moderated to forty miles an hour. 
The temperature is 4 deg. above. About9 
o’clock last night, while the wind was blow- 
ing a strong gale, a lady, said to be 
a sister of the late ex-Gov. seymour, 
was blown from the Lake Shore train between 
Erie and Dunkirk. She tried te pass from the 
dining-car to a sleeper with her husband, and 
no sooner stepped on the platform than she 
was carried swiftly off the train. The train 
was backed nearly a mile before they found 
the lady,gwho had escaped death, but received 
a deep gash over her left temple. 


A Fall of 43 Degrees. 

PITTSBURG, February 26.—The windstorm , 
which struck here last night, in advance of 
the western blizzard, did no serious damage 
in this vicinity. Inthe eastern portion of the 


State, however, the telegraph wires were 
blown down and communication almost en- 
tirely interrupted. The gale continued all 
night and was accompanied bya slight fall of 
snow. Within twenty-four hours the mercury 
fell 43 deg.

WAGE WORKERS. 


THE GREAT LOCKOUT OF THE M’CORMICK 
EMPLOYES AT AN END. 


Mr. McCormick Announces That Work Will 
Be Resumed in a Few Days — The Men 
Anxious to Settle Their Troubles Without 
Outside Assistance—Coke Drawers Resume 
Work—Labor Matters. 


CuicaGo, February 26.—Fifty or sixty men, 
former employes of the McCormick Reaper 
Works, met this morning at their headquarters 
opposite the factory to discuss the situation. 
They were surprised to see Foreman Ward, 


accompanied by two ean gi to whom he 
pointed out Simon Brickmeyer, alleged to be 
one of the men who stop Ward yesterday. 
The man was placed under arrest. The ex- 
employes attempted a rescue, A warrant is 
out for another of the men who interfered 
with Ward. The visit of the committee of 
fifteen to Mr. McCormick yesterday afternoon 
was not productive of results, But two of the 
committee were employes of the factory, all tue 
rest being outsiders. They claimed, however, 
to represent nine-tenths of the men. The 
committee made another demand for the dis- 
charge of the non-union molders, That 
ended the conference. Mr. McCormick again 
declared that he would listen to no such prop- 
osition. 

A committee consisting of twelve ex-em- 
ployee called on Mr. McCormick at Ii to-day 
and said that they wanted to take the matter 
out of the hands of the Knights of Labor and 
settle the trouble themselves. 

THE LOCKOUT ENDED. 

Mr. McCormick announced this afternoon 
that as a result of nis conference with a 
committee of his late workmen that 
the lockout is at an end, and 
that the works will be started up againin a 
few days. The committee stated that about 
one thousand of the men desired to go to 
work regadless of any action that 
might be taken by the Knights of Labor. The 
works have been closed since the 16th, because 
the men demanded the discharge of three or 
four non-union men.

THE SURFACE TRACK. 

The longer the debate is continued over 
the proposed new connection between the 
Union Depot and the river front the 
stronger appears the argument in favor of 
making the connection by means of an 
elevated road. | 

No answer has been made to Col. FLAD's 
argument based on the cost of construct- 
ing and operating such a road, nor has 
any objection been made that his esti- 
mates were erroneous. Theonly argument 
that has been presented in favor of the 
surface connection has been, first, that the 
Iron Mountain Railway Company desired 
it; and second, that vague and indefinite 
promises of switch connections could be 
realized in that way. 

Against these arguments it now ap- 
pears that the business men who ap- 
peared with strong reasons in favor of 
the surface track are prepared to give 
stronger reasons against it. The desire 
of the Iron Mountain Company for a sur- 
face track is offset by the plea of the St. 
Louis & San Francisco Railway people, 
who are prepared to show that such a 
track will injure their terminal facilities. 

Lastly, we reach the strong argument 
that the citizens living south of the pro- 
posed extension, and having personal 
and property interests at stake, unani- 
mously oppose the surface track. 
They do not oppose the connection; 
they do not stand in the way of any im- 
provement; they favor the growth of St. 
Louis and work for dt. They are not 
in any sense of the word obstruc- 
tionists, but they insist, and they 
have a right to insist, that that con- 
nection shall be made by means of an 
elevated road, as was first proposed 
by the Iron Mountain people, a connec- 
tion which is both practicable, cheap and 
safe, and which promotes every good in- 
terest of business and transportation 
without inflicting injury on any one.

Gov. PATTISON’S suggestion that willful 


and deliberate violations of State law by 
railroad officials and agents should be 
stopped by punishing them as felonies, 
elicited a vehement objection the other 
day from Senator COCKRELL’S organ at 
Jefferson City. It declared that there 
would not be a single railroad operated in 
Missouri in ten years from now if the 
State should dare to treat as felonies such 
‘‘customary little offenses’’ as issuing free 
passes, consolidating parallel lines, or 
otherwise violating the laws. But the 
President of the Union Pacific, Mr. 
CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, a railroad au- 
thority of some note, assured Senator 
PLaTT the other day that the imposition of 
penalties severe enough to destroy the 
free-pass system would save his road, 
or the passengers who pay their way over 
its lines, at least $2,000 per day, and would 
enable him to reduce passenger fares in 
propartion. He says that free passes for 
judges, legislators or men of political in- 
fluence represent just so much blackmail 
paid by the railroads and charged by them 
to the general public in the shape of a 10 
per cent addition to passenger fares. We 
have no doubtthat a proper enforcement 
of every provision of Missouri’s Constitu- 
tionin regard to the regulation of rail- 
roads would prove as wholesome and as 
beneficial to both the railroads and the 
general public as the enforcement of the 
prohibition against free passes.

Ir is announced that Judge Ful of the 
Supreme Court and the millionaire 
Senators of California and Nevada are all 
aggrieved by the disregard with which 
President CLEVELAND treated their joint 
recommendations and joint remon- 
strances with reference to certain Pacific 
coast appointments. There is nothing 
new in their co-operation, although FI 
and Farr profess to be Democrats, while 
the other Nevada Senator and both the 
California Senatorsare Republicans. But 
it is something new for such a junta of 
Pacific coast monopolists to find an Ad- 
ministration at Washington which does 
not accept their suggestions as law. It is 
to be hoped that Justice FIELD will take 
the hint and retire either from politics or 
from the Supreme Court bench.

It Is the Same Story in London as Here. 
From the London Truth. 

The London General Omnibus Company has 
just declared a dividend of 10 per cent and a 
bonusjof 1% per cent for the half year. Yet 
the managing director has the face to declare 
that if they were to reduce the working time 
of their over-worked servants by an hour a 
day—thatis from sixteen hours a day to fifteen 
—their whole dividend would disappear. The 
extraordinary reason assigned for this is that 
a reduction of one hour would represent 
knocking off a journey, which would mean 
losing one-fifth of the revenue. But even so, 
it would also knock off a proportionate part 
of the expenses, In point of fact, however, 
the hours might be lessened by the very sim- 
ple expedient of employing a few more driv- 
ers and conductors to divide the work, and to 
maintain that to do so would knock away the 
dividend is an argument too obviously absurd 
even for a managing director to put forward. 


The Era of Good Feeling.

Our politics, let us be thankful, are no longer 
of the tragical kind that turns a political differ- 
ence into a personal feud and divides house- 
holds against themselves. There are important 
public questions to be decided, but they are 
not questions that appeal to the passions, nor 
can the lack of ‘‘burning questions’’ be sup- 
plied by appeals to what are already the pas- 
sions of another age.

THE STORY AS DETAILED BY MR. CRAWFORD 
shows a deliberate attempt on the part of Sir 
Charles to ruin Mrs, Crawford shortly after 
ber marriage, and a criminalintimacy existing 
between the two during several years. 

Mr. Crawford married his wife while she was 
under age. July 27, 1881, in London. She was 
a Miss Virginia Smith, daughter of Eustace 
Smith of the North of England, at one time 
member of Parliament from a Sunderland 
district. Sir Charles Dilke was an 
intimate friend of the Smith family 
his brother, Ashton Dilke, having marrie 
a sister of Mrs. Crawford and Sir Charles hay- 
ing been appointed guardian of his brother’s 
children at his death. Sir Charles gave the 
bride a marriage 288 and was regarded as 
an intimate friend. After the wedding trip the 
couple lived for a while in Scotland, and then 
went to London in February, 1882, living at No.5 
In April that year Mr. Crawford 
received an anonymous letter at the Home 
Office, where his office was. The letter cau- 
tioned him not to let his wife associate with a 
certain lady, whose name he refused to give, 
and closed with the words: 

„BEWARE OF THE MEMBER FOR CHELSEA.’’ 

He showed the letter to his wife, who looked 
at it so long that it made him feel uncomfort- 
able. She then put herarms around his neck 
and asked him to burn it, which he did at 
once. 

Mrs. Crawford seemed much excited, but 
denied that there was anything wrong. The 
subject was on her mind, evidently, because 
she opened a conversation afterward about a 
divorce and asked whether he would for- 
give her if he found anything wrong, and also 
whether she gould keep her money in case 
they should be divorced. He noticed 
that his wife was not 80 attec- 
tionate after they came to London. 
She said that he had spoken to her sisters 
about the letter and that ong 4 were of the 
opinion that her mother wrote it. He noticed 
that when he referred jestingly to the member 
from Chelsea she winced. 

Early in February, 1884, Mrs. Crawford was 
introduced to apt. Forster at a ball 
and had a flirtation with him. Afterwards 
Mr. Crawford found a letter from Forster 
to his wife and they had a quarrel about it. In 

February he received another anonymous let- 
ter. He was then associated with Sir Charles 
Diike. The letter read: ‘‘The first person 
who ruined your wife was Sir C. D. She has 
passed nights in his house and is known to his 
servants.’’ 

He read the letter to his wife, who colored, 
clenched her hands, and exclaimed, ‘‘T'lrat’s 
mother; that woman is a fiend.’’ 

He threw the letter in the fire, and Mrs. 
Crawford said she was sorry as she wanted to 
show it to her father. She then said, I must 
write to Sir Charles Dilke.’’ 

“You certainly must not,“ he replied. 
It is improper, and why should you?“ 

cannot see him after this, she said.

She closed the subject by remarking that if 
his carriage should come to the door her 
mother would talk.

MR. CRAWFORD MET SIR CHARLES 
and the latter’s face became livid, but neither 
spoke. Whenhe met him again and went to 
tpeak to him on business, Sir Charles 
started violently and looked pale and 
agitated, Crawford asked his 
wife whether she had written to 

Sir Charles and she replied that she had 
not, but had written to Mrs. Rogerson, who 
was an intimate friend of Sir Obaries. An- 
other anonymous letter received on June 10, 
read: our wife was seen at the Metropole 
with Capt. Forster. Are you a fool?’’ 

Mrs. Crawford denied the statement and he 
thought no more of it except to suspect Cap- 
tain Forster some. The culmination was 
reached on the night of July 17 of last year. 
He went home at II o’clock and found a letter 
onthe table for him. Mrs. Crawford was in 
bed and remarked that he was late. When 
he had got into bed she asked if he had seen 
the letter for him. He said he had, and Mrs. 
Crawford jumped out of bed, struck alight, 
and stood beside the bed looking at him. He 
sender her the letter to read, which was as 
Oos:

The Mysterious Hotel to Be Built on the 
Planters’ House Site.

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A QUEER MISTAKE. 


THE POPULAR MISUNDERSTANDING WHICH 
LED TO MARY ANDERSON’S GREATNESS. 


Evolution of the Triumphant American 
Tragedienne— An Elocutionist Who Uses 


Shakspeare as a Vehicle for the Display |. 


of Her Specialty—The Story of Miss Ander- 
son’s Early Career Stripped of the Tawdri- 
ness of Romance—Her Debut. 


Mary Anderson will, as long as she lives, be 
a beautiful monument in flesh and blood to 
the magnificence of Opportunity. 

She has been nearly ten years before the 
public, and was, the first night she appeared 
on the stage, all that she is now—a great Mary 
Anderson. 

Her greatness lies in her personality. 

A more glorious incarnation of womanly 
perfection, supplemented with strong but 
softened shades of masculinity, has not been 
seen on the American stage. 

Lilian Adelaide Neilson was all woman—in 
beauty, heart, intellect and even in her mis- 
takes. Oharlotte Cushman came very near 
being man, and her stalwart nature found its 
best expression when manly sentiment and 
not womanly emotion was seeking interpreta- 
tion. 

In the middle space, between these two 
great dramatic types stands Mary Anderson, 
reflecting on her individuality a large share of 
the Neilson’s physical endowments, mingled 
witha small share of her psychical charms, 
and catching from her other prototype and 
only ideala glow of that masculinity which 
always enriches ana ennobles petticoats. 

If she had possessed less of the Cushman 
qualities and more of Neilson’s womanliness 
when she began her career, the story of that 
career would hardly have been worth repeat- 
ing at this time. 

If she had thrown her heart and not her 
head into her first work, if she herself had 
telt all she tried to make others feel, if she 
had besought instead of demanding syinpathy, 
she would have been a failure. 

And if she had known anything about act- 
ing she would never have been heard of again. 

What she has since learned about stage 
business has not helped her fame any, but it 
has slightly interfered with her attractiveness 
as Mary Anderson. 

It has subjected her to criticism, within 
whose sphere she was not rightly known until 
she began to attempt acting. 

A few years ago people went to Miss 
Anderson’s performances just to see what she 
could do, and her performances consisted 
simply of Miss Anderson showing her audi- 
ences what she could do. 

Now they go to see her act, and she is ber- 
self misguided and silly enough to try to act 


for them. 

She is killing the golden goose. 

Every new criticism her efforts evoke isa 
new epitaph for the so-called American 
tragedienne. 

It is easiest to understand Mary Anderson by 
studying her evolution. 

She neither inherited nor acquired histrionic 
talent, and she had none to begin with. 

The story istold, and swallowed by some, 
that she was an ardent student of Shakspeare 
in her youthful years, but all the testimony 
accessible goes to show that she had such an 
aversion to study and to books that her parents 
were obliged to take her away from school 
when she was 13. 

Aiter that study was out of the question; she 
was so wild and intractable that she was 
christened the Little Mustang;’’ indeed, I 
am inclined to believe that Mary was very 
much of a Tom-boy at that pares 

Up to the age of 15 no ambition of any kind 
seems to have directed her efforts; and there 
was no evidence of her infirmity for the stage 
until after she had seen Edwin Booth, durin 
a Louisville engagement, play Richard 111 

The sword encounter on Bosworth Field 
made the deepest impression upon her, and 
she carried home a vivid memory of the 
scene. 

The sweeping tempests of passion in which 
the closing incidents of the tragedy abound 
awoke the slumbering grandeur of her voice, 
and after that the Griffins’ home rang from 
garret to cellar with Mary's wild and reckless 
offers of a kingdom for a horse. 

That voice was her savior. 

She carried her clamors into the open air, 
and it is related that she was accustomed to do 
Richard on the sidewalk, where she had many 
a fencing bout with the colored children of 
Green street. 

Stripped of the tawdry romance that poetic 
biographers have used to adorn the early years 
of her life, the Mary Anderson of ten or eleven 
years ago was a tall, iong-limbed raw- boned 
girl, uneducated, unemotional and without 
commendable ambition, who would have given 
those two eyes, that are now so beautiful, out 
of her head to have been born a boy, and who 
shrieked Richard’s line’s and fought dusk 
little Green street Richmond’s with pine-stic 
swords not in the way of preparations for the 
stage, but as one ofthe multitudinous boyish 
methods she had of enjoying herself. 

She saw other plays after seeing ‘‘Richard 
III., and was always inspired with a desire to 
mimic the hero, not the heroine; the 
heavier passions and not the tenderer emo- 
tions ever swayed her. The people at home 
could not “eo noticing in ail her antics that 
there was a glory in her voice that surpassed 
the ordinary vocal capacity of a young girl, so 
that ge encouragement was soon pro- 
vide and the Tom-boy of Green street 
quickly developed into a declaimer. 

A teacher of elocution took her in hand and 
she learned by rote-—-for it is nonsense to think 
that an uneducated, bookless girl could reach 
down through the mysteries of poetic expres- 
sion—several recitations which fitted her voice. 

She was taught to spout Hamlet’s soliloquy 
and Romeo’s ravings and Richard’s frothful 
passions. These were the specimens of her 
abilities which were submitted to all comers, 
and it was one of these she inflicted on the 
great Cushman, who saw little in her besides 

‘voice, pao and gesture,’’ the first 
and last of which I include in the middle word. 

I have heard the story of Mary Anderson’s 
debut told many times, and to the best of my 
recollection she never gave the role of Juliet a 
thought, or cared to know who or what Juliet 
was until two or three days before she is said 
to have electrified the Louisville public in that 
character. 

Her stepfather had been importuning mana - 
gers and actors to regard Miss Mary's recita- 
tions, and he was very proud of telling them 
what she could do. 

All he wanted was an opportunity, he said, 
to show them what Mary could do. 

That opportunity came unexpectedly, and 
while it wasn’t exactly the opportunity that 
was asked for, it was accepted and Mary was 
given a chance to show what she could do.

That one-act drama 
is like a written-to-order og age 3 a song-and- 
dance team, or a farce built fit the special- 
ties of a variety stage comedian. It is a ve- 
hicle—a vehicle for the display of Miss Ander- 
son's specialty, which is elocution. 

That specialty never would have brought its 
possessor fame and fortune if it had not been 
mistaken for acting, and it never would have 
been mistaken for acting if Barney Macauley 
had not given her an opportunity to show 
what she could do. 

I am sorry that Miss Anderson since her En- 
glish tour has taken to acting, because it gives 
us less of her magnificent elocution, and her 
acting never can reach the pinnacle of glory 
to which her elocution has attained. 

I would sooner hear her spout Richard or 
give & grand declamation trom Schiller’s 

*‘Robbers’’ than to listen to tue best Pauline 
or Juliet on the stage. 

Altogether I think I like Her best in The 
Daughter of Roland,’’ where she describes a 
conflict which she watches through a palace 
window and where she seems to divest herself 
of the restraints of acting and gives full swing 
to all the declamatory qualities of her voice. 

Anyhow, I am skeptical in regard to her his- 
trionism and am inclined to believe that the 
memory she will leave will be greater than her 
career—that she will beafar greater actress 
than she is now, when she is dead.

How Mr. C. W. Nash Secured a Controll- 
ing Interest in It. 

Mr. O. W. Nash, of the Kansas City and St. 
Joseph Gas Companies, and who obtained 
considerable prominence as the agent of the 
Standard Oil Company in recent manipula- 
tions of local gas stock, comes to the front 
agam as the representative of the Eastern 
oll monopoly, engaging in  wnegotia- 
tions upon a very large scale, 
the object of which is to obtafn 


control ofthe stock of the Kansas City Gas 
Company. It appears thatthe large holders 
of the Kansas City Company’s stock are resi- 
dents of this city,and when Mr. Nash came 
here some three weeks ago it was with the in- 
tention of buying them out, which he succeed- 
ed to a very great extent. 
: A. Hart is said to have 
held some 1,400 out of the 8,000 shares of 
stock, while the heirs of Mr. Pratt, who was 
killed in an explosion at the St. ulis Gas- 
works several years ago, owned 1,380 sbares. 
Mr. Nash made a dead set at the Hart stock 
first, and obtained it with little difficulty at or 
inthe neighborhood of $200 per share. He 
then purchased a sufficient number of shares 
from small holders to make up the number 
required to give him a controlling 
interest infthe company, the statements ina 
morning paper tothe contrary notwithstand- 
ing. These transactions by Mr. Nash p racti- 
cally gives the Standard Oil Company contrel 
of the gas business or St. Joseph, Kansas City 
and St. Louis, his last operations adding the 
missing link to the gas monopoly chain. 

Mr. G. B. Hart, son of Oliver A. Hart, said 
this morning to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter: 
„»The statements published in a morning 
paper on Mr. Nash’s transgctions are not 
wholly correct. I am satisfied that Nash has 
secured a controlling interest in the Kansas 
City Gas Company stock, and even if he has 
not the Pratt heirs, who, by tne way, hold 
1,380, and not 1,540 shares as has been claimed 
for them, have agreed to 
Mr. Nash their proxy upon all 
matters that may come up. I know that 
Nash will control the next company’s election 
which will be held some time in May or June.’ 

„Did you sell 1,400 shares to Mr. Nash at 


„Well, never mind how many shares we 
sold or how much we received for it. Let it 
suftice to say that about two weeks ago we sold 
our stock to Mr. Nash. At the time we sold 
the other large holders of stock were notified 
ofthe sale and of Nasb’s desireto buy. They 
allhad an opportunity to sell at the price 
which we received, and, as I said before, Mr.

THE BROADWAY RAILROAD PRESIDENT 
MAKES A PROFITABLE DEAL. 


How Two Ladies, Personal Friends, Were 
Induced to Part With Stock Which Mr. 
Forshay Sold toa Syndicate ata Profit of 
$85 Per Share—Miss Weed Declines to Talk 
Mrs. Kennedy’s Statement.

NEw Tonk, February 26.—Developements 
now show thatin the efforts to turn over the 
road to the Philadelphia syndicate, Mr. Forshay 
apparently attempted to turn some ducats into 
his own pockets at the expense of confiding 
friends, some of them widows and others 
ladies of moderate means, who had originally 
been induced to invest by the persuasive 
friendliness of the President of the Broadway 
& Seventh Avenue Line. The facts in 
two cases in which Mr. Forshay car- 
ried out at least a part of his scheme 
can be briefly detailed.

PLATONIC LOVE. 


Strange Revelations Brought to 
Light by a Coroner’s Inquest. 


A London Poisoning Case With 
Some Singular Features. 


An Odd Compact Entered Into Between 
Husband and Wife—The Wife Affianced 
and Bequeathed to a Clergyman While 
the Husband is Living—A Modern English 
Ko-Ko—Mysterious Death of the Husband 
—A Criminal Cause Celebre. 


Edwin Thomas Bartlett, a grocer and pro- 
vision dealer, living at 8 Olaverton street, 
Pimlico, London, England, died under mys- 
terlous circumstances on New Year’s night 


at the time of his death was his wife, who sent 
for a doctor, but too late to prov’ of any serv- 
ice, as the man was dead when the physician 
arrived. ' 

Evidences of chloroform were found by post- 
mortem examination in the man’s stomach 
and an investigation was instituted which has 
brought to light 
A STORY OF DOMESTIC LIFE, WHICH IS ALMOST 

UNPARALLELED 

in its peculiarity of character. It is one of 
those singular phases of human life, which 
every now and then crops out of the hum- 
drum of the world and the particu- 
lars as detailed by the latest London papers 
are ot unusual interest. 

THE STORY WAS REVEALED 
on the witness stand by a Mr. Leach, the phy- 
sician of the family, who could not fully ex- 
plain the idiosyncrasies ofthe dead man nor 
the strange relations ofthe married pair, but 
who gave his impressions, received from fre- 
quent conversations with Mrs. Bartlett, who 
refused to testify at the inquest. The 
deceased, who was 40 years of age at the time 
of his death, married his wife when she 
was only 16 years of age. He held singular 
ideas on the subject of marriage. He believed 
that a man should have two wives, one to 
attend to his house and the other to be acom- 
panion for him. When he entered into the 
marriage relation with his young wife he 
stipulated that their relations should be noth- 
ing more than those of loving friends. It was 
a compact for a platonic friendship 
merely and nothing more. The couple lived 
together in this way for six years, during 
which time the compact was adhered to. Mr. 
Bartlett affected great admiration for his wife 
and was loving in his treatmentof her. In 
order that she might become a more and more 
fit companion for him, he urged 
upon her to read and study, and 
furnished her with tutors to direct 
her studies in the languages and other 
branches of knowledge. He was fond of com- 
pany, and frequently invited his male friends 
to his house and seemed to enjoy and en- 
courage 
THEIR ATTENTIONS TO HIS WIFE. 
At the end ofthe six years Mr. Bartlett’s 
manner toward his wife changed entirely, and 
she gave birth to a child which 
died in infancy. The platonic relations 
of the couple were then re-established 
and they lived together as before, although he 
was even more considerate, and surrounded 
her as much as possible with his acquaintances 
and encouraged her to persist in her studies. 

About a year before his death, Mr. and Mrs. 
Bartlett attended the chapel where the 
Rev. George Dyson, a young Wes- 
leyan Methodist minister, preached 
and met him after the service. 
They met several times, and Mr. Bartlett took 
a strong fancy to the young man and invited 
him to call. The acquaintanceship ripened 
into intimacy, and Bartlett was so much 
pleased with the young clergyman that he en- 
gaged him to teach Mrs. Bartlett Greek. He 
encouraged and promoted a friendship be- 
tween Dyson and his wife which was more 
than platonic,but which was not criminal. The 
three were on the most amicable terms, and as 
Bartlett's health began to decline, he encour- 
aged the growing affection between his wife 
and friend more and more. He caused it to be 
understood between them that he regarded 
Mr. Dyson as his successor and gave his wite 
to him, or rather bequeathed hertohim. The 
relations existing between the clergy- 
man and the wife were those 
of an affianced couple. The husband’s 
idea seemed tobe to have the two regard 
each other with affection so that there would 
de no doubt about their marrying after his 
death. The matter was talked about freely 
between them, and Bartlett, perhaps with the 
view of accustoming himself tothe thought 
after the style of Ko-Kointhe ‘‘Mikado,’’ 
would request the clergyman and his wife to 
kiss and caress a little in his presence, seem- 
ing to enjoy the idea of their 

PRESENT AND PROSPECTIVE HAPPINESS. 

About this time the husband, although ap- 
parently attempting to make his wife less his 
own and to turn her affections toward an- 
other, again changed in his views and manner 
toward her and attempted to establish mari- 
tal relations with her. The wife, however, 
resisted, and, according to her own story, 
resorted to the use of chloroform to quiet him 
and make him sleep. It is at this point that 
the most singular part of the story lies. 
The defense of the woman is that she obtained 


the chioroform through Mr. Dyson for another 
parece ostensibly, and that she used it and 
id her husband that she used it and that he, 
being in bad health and in great pain from his 
teeth, either swallowed some chlorodyne, 
with which he used to wash his gums, or swal- 
lowed some of the chloroform to obtain rest.

MILES AWAY. 


Davidson, the Fugitive Ex-Sheriff of New 
York, in Cuba. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, February 26.—A letter was re- 
ceived in this city last Wednesday addressed 
to a man named Long. It was dated Havana, 
Cuba, and was signed by ex-Sheriff A. V. Da- 
vidson. Ever since it has been known public- 
ly in this city that the ex-Sheriff was wanted, 
all sorts of reports have been circulated as to 
his whereabouts. One man has declared to 
have seen him in a saloon on Hudson street, 
another reports that he had gone to Canada, 
and he has been assigned various hiding-places 
by other persons. February l4 an execution 
was handed into the Sheriff's office against Mr. 


Davidson, and ever since that time Sheriff 
Grant has had detectives hunting for the miss- 
ing man. It has even been said by some that 
it was well known in certain circles where 
Davidson could be found ik was 
desired. Such was not the case. 
The steamer City of Alexandria was advertised 
to sail for Havanaand Mexican ports on Feb- 
ruary ll at 38 o' clock in the afternoon. It was 
told yesterday to the POST-DISPATCH corre- 
22 from a very reliable source that 
shortly before 2 o’clock on that day Mr. 
Davidson, who had for some time previous 
been suffering from rheumatism and was con- 
fined to the house, was helped into a carriage 
and driven quickly tothe dock of the Alex- 
andria Line of Steamships. Pier 3, North 
River. When he reacbed the dock it was 
within ten minutes of the sailing time of the 
steamer. He was accompanied in his drive 
down to the steamer by aman named J. T. 
Tubbs, a politician of more or less note in the 
First Ward. It was too late to purchase a 
ticket at the company’s office, so the ex- 
Sheriff quickly made his arrangements with 
the purser and went below where he bade 

ood-bye to his friend Tubbs, and in a 
— minutes more was on his way to Cuba in 
search of health. Arriving at Havana he went 
to the American Hotel there and took the first 
opportunity to write Mr. Long, who is con- 
nected with him in a fire-extinguishing patent. 
Davidson's name could not be found on the 
books of the company at No. 81 Broadway, as 
only passengers booked atthe office are re- 
corded. The Oity of Alexandria, after leaving 
Havana, proceeded to Progreso, Tronbra, 
Tuxpan, Tampico and Vera Cruz, and wiil not 
return here until the first of next month. 
Meanwhile, the ex-Sheriff enjoys the balmy air 
of Cuba. 

The POST-DISPATCH correspondent called 
upon John Tubbs at No. 187 Hudson street last 
evening. He denied that he had taken a passage 
for Cuba, or that Davidson had taken his place 
atthe last minute. 

Do you know that Davidson has not gone 
to Havana or Cuba?’’ 

No, but I don’t believe he has.“ 

Po you think he is in New York City?“ 

‘*Yes, I know Davidson about as well as the 
next man—always chummed with him. He 
got into hot water in his accounts and his law- 
ae is the only man that is posted on where 

eis. They are at work fixingup his ac- 
counts and as soon as qe raise the money he 
will come out again. Itell you this straight, 
because I know about his affairs and I know 
that just as soon as they scrape a few 
thousand dollars together, Davidson will ap- 

You will see 
iminafew days, a week at the most, but 
that story about Cuba or Havana is a lie.’ 

Davidson left the 25 before the execution 
was given to Sheriff Grant, consequently it 
was impossible toarrest him, The execution 
will probably be returned to-day.
